The unveiling marked the 
start of the drive in which more 
than 25,000 volunteer solicitors 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county 
will try to raise $5,519,700 for 
1952 operations of 103 participat- 
ing health and welfare agencies 
and the U.S.O.

Members of Beer Bottlers Lo- 
cal 187 violated the contract 
through a slowdown beginning 
last Sept. 24, the petition said, 
adding that the action was under 
direction of the union. The em- 
ployes then went on strike, the 
petition added, after injuring pro- 
duction machinery and causing 
“serious interruption of normal 
marketing procedures.” 

In the suit against Brewers & 
Maltsters Local No. 6, the company 
charged the union with ordering 
its members to strike on Oct. 8 
without cause. As a direct conse- 
quence, both wholesale and retail 
outlets of the company were di- 
verted to other companies, it was 
alleged, causing a loss of $2,000,- 
000. Both suits were assigned to 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore for trial.

Joy’s message enumerated the

Dimilitarized Zone. 


The eight-point agreement pro- 
vides for a demilitarized zone 
with 1000-yard radius at Panmun- 
jom, attack-free areas with a 
three-mile radius for the Reds’ 
headquarters at Kaesong and the 
U.N. truce team at Munsan, and & 
quarter-mile _cortidor center on 
the road linking Munsan, Pan- 
munjom and Kaesong. 

It guarantees against fiostile 
acts against any of these zones. 
Both delegations are provided 
free access to the conference site 
with the head of each delegation 
deciding the size and composition 
of his own party. 

In preparation for renewed ne- 
gotiations, Reds removed the few 
Korean families from the 
thatched roofed huts in Panmun- 


om. 

Joint military police forces will 
police Panmunjom under the 
agreement. The force will consist 
of two officers and 15 men from 
each side when the conference 
is in session; one officer and five 
men from each side at other 
times. 

“The military, police,” the 
agreement stipulates, “shall carry 
only small arms, namely pistols, 
rifles. and carbines.” 

Compromise on Flights. 

Last point to be ironed out was 
whether Allied planes should be 
permitted to fly over the pro- 
tected areas. A compromise was 
reached providing Allied planes 
would avoid the areas “insofar as 
practicable.” 

The U.N. command said it 
would install beacon searchlights 
and anchored balloons as naviga- 
tion aids to keep Allied pilots 
away from the protected zones. 
Just how many will be installed 
had not been announced. The 
balloons are expected to be bright 
yellow or orange, about 20 feet 
in diameter. 

“Since they egreed on that 
point,” said Col. Andrew J. Kin- 
ney, senior U.N. liaison officer, 
“we had nothing further to argue 
about.” 

U. S. Removes Artillery. 


In keeping with “the spirit of 
the pact,” Brig. Gen. William P 
Nuckols said, the United States 
Eighth Army removed its long- 
range artillery from within the 
three-mile security zone around 
the Allied Truce headquarters at 
Munsan. The pact does not pro- 
hibit having artillery in the area. 
It protects against attacks on the 
area.

Ends of Suez Canal. 


CAIRO, Oct. 22 (UP)—A large 
British armed force, spearheaded 
by 20 tanks, was reported late 
today to have seized the railway 
stations, arsenal and other instal- 
lations on the outskirts of Suez7— 
the city guarding the southern en- 
trance to the Suez canal.

CAIRO, Oct. 22. (AP)—Egypt, 
its forces reported moving rapid- 
ly toward mobilization on a war 


basis, accused Britain anew today 
of “acts of aggression.” Britain 
sent fresh troops into the dis- 
puted Suez Canal zone, and 
Cairo newspapers said an Egyp- 
tian guerrilla movement was 
forming to drive the Britons out. 

The First Battalion of the Chesh- 
ire Regiment arrived last night 
from Cyprus to reinforce Brit- 
ain’s canal zone troops, A bat- 
talion normally is 600 men. 

Egypt sent a new note to the 
British embassy. accusing the 
British of “new acts of aggres- 
sion.” It said: 

“Not satisfied with defying the 
feelings of the civil population, 
British authorities in the canal 
zone wish also to provoke the 
Egyptian army, which thus far 
has avoided all cause for fric- 
tion.” 

Killing of Sentry Charged. 

The note said British troops 
Saturday at Port Said mortally 
wounded an Egyptian sentry at an 
Egyptian army camp, and also 
fired on an Egyptian sentry be- 
fore Egypt’s governorate office in 
Port Said. 

A short time before, the Egyp- 
tian government made public a 
note charging that the British 
actions in the Suez area made it 
looks as if the British were “mov- 
ing in to conquer the country.” 

A British spokesman said the 
British royal navy now was con- 
troling movements cf shipping in 
the Suez area and carrying sup- 
plies for Britons guarding the 
strategie 104-mile canal, vital link 
in the commonwealth’s lifeline. 

British ‘warships guarded both 
ends of the canal. A n 
said, however, that this control 
did not extend to other shipping 
going through the canal. He said. 
the private-owned Suez Canal Co. 
orga in control of canal ship- 
ping. 
Egyptian Workers Strike. 

The Empress of Australia, which 
arrived with the fresh troops, took 
aboard 270 British women and 
children to be returned to the 
United Kingdom because of the 
situation in the canal zone, which 
has worsened rapidly since Egypt 
announced the scrapping of the 
1936 treaty with Britain and de- 
manded that British troops leave 
the canal zone and the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. 

A British spokesman said the 
navy moved in aiter Egyptian 
dock laborers went on strike in 
the Suez area and Egyptian pilots 
refused to move ships. 

The spokesman reported road 
transport to and from the Suez 
area operating normally after the 
24-hour British bar on all traffic 
was lifted this morning: About 
100 oil trucks carrying gasoline to 
Cairo from the canal area had 
been affected. 

The spokesman said an Egyptian 
customs official returned to his 
offices today after walking out 
“on his own accord” several days 
ago. It was not immediately made 
clear whether he was now in- 
specting incoming British goods. 
Under the 1936 treaty canceled 
by Egypt, British army goods had 
come in duty free. The British 
have refused to pay duties. 

In London, the British Board 
of Trade announced revocation 
of all outstanding licenses for ex- 
ports of war material to Egypt. 
Such material was” said to in- 
clude arms,. ammunition, planes, 
armored vehicles and munition- 
making machinery. 

Guerrilla Move Reported. 

Formation of the anti-British 
underground was reported in the 
pro-government newspaper 
Misri and in the leftist weekly 
Al Gomkhour al Misri. 

The daily Al Misri reported 
Gen. Aziz el Masry had been 
asked to command the Egyptian 
“liberation legions.” Masry was 
commander-in-chief of the Egyp- 
tian army before World War II 
and during the war was impris- 
oned by the British, who charged 
him with pro-Axis sympathies. 


STOCK PRICES OFF 
AS MUCH AS $3 AT 
MARKET’S CLOSE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP) — 
Prices closed as much as $3 a 
share lower on the stock exchange 
today. A late recovery pulled up 
many declining issues and in sev- 
eral cases led to substantial come- 
backs. 

During a mid-session selling 
wave the ticker tape was minutes 
behind floor transactions. 

The day ended with volume at 
around 2,700,000 shares, the larg- 
est since Feb, 4.

SUPREME COURT 
IQ HEAR APPEAL OF 
LAWYERS FOR REDS 


Six Attorneys Sentenced 
for Contempt in New 
York Were Denied 


Hearing Last June. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
The Supreme. Court today re- 
versed itself and agreed to hear 
an appeal by six attorneys who 
got contempt sentences for their 
conduct.-during the New York 
trial of the 11 top Communist 
party leaders. 

The six were counsel for the 
Red leaders at the trial before 
United States District Judge Ha- 
rold Medina, Judge Medina gave 
them sentences ranging from oné 
to six months. 

The Supreme Court first denied 
the attorneys a hearing last June. 
They then petitioned the Court to 
reconsider the denial and give 
inem a hearing. This request was 
granted today and a date will be 
set later for the hearing. 

After announcing its action, the 
court later made known that it 
would limit the review to one 
question—whether Judge Medina 
had power under federal law to 
determine the lawyers’ guilt and 
impose sentence or whether his 
contempt allegations against them 
should have been adjudged and 
punished only by some other 
judge. 

Justice Jackson last June 
granted the attorneys a stay of 
the prison sentences pending the 
Supreme Court’s final action in 
their case. 

At the time the Court first de- 
nied the lawyers a hearing, the 
Court’s order noted that Justices 
Black and Douglas favored grant- 
ing a review. 

The court’s order today grant- 
ing a hearing noted that Justice 
Clark took no part in the consid- 
eration of the request. Thus, pre- 
sumably eight justices agreed to 
give the lawyers a review. 

The court refused the Nation- 
al Lawyers Guild permission to 
file a brief in support of the 
attorneys. 

The attorneys and the prison 
terms they were given: Harry 
Sacher, Richard Gladstein and 
Eugene Dennis, six months each; 
George W. Crockett Jr., a Negro, 
and Abraham J. Isserman, four 
months each; Louis F. McCabe, 
30 days. Dennis was among the 
11 leaders convicted and is now 
in prison on a five-year sentence 
given him in the main case. He 
acted as his own attorney at the 
trial of the main case,

GLARK NOT LIKELY 
10 GET RECESS 
APPOINTMENT 


White House Sources Cite 
Legal Question — 
Many Protests Are 
Voiced. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
White House sources said today | 
there is little likelihood of a re- 
cess appointment for Gen. Mark 
W. Clark as United States ambas- 


sador to the Vatican. 

In the absence of a recess ap- 
pointment—that is one made 
while Congress is in recess— 
Clark could not take over the am-" 
bassadorial post until his ‘appoint- 
ment was approved by the Senate. 

That may mean the whole mat- 
ter of actually sending an am- 
basador to the Roman Catholic 
Church State will be held up for 
months. This would afford time 
for Congress and the White 
House to assess the wave of pro- 
test touched off by President 
Truman’s decision to establish 
regular diplomatic relations with 
the Vatican.

Former Head of Boston/ 
Office Bought Three 
New Cars for $750 and 


an Old One, House

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22—Denis 
W. Delaney, indicted former in- 
ternal revenue collector in Boston, 
received big discounts on pur- 


chases of new automobiles from 
dealers who were in tax difficul- 
ties, a Treasury agent testified 
today. 7 

The witness, John J. Callahan, 
Boston intelligence, unit agent, 
told the House Ways and Means 
subcommittee that Delaney once 
obtained a new Cadillac and two 
new Chevrolets for $750 and a 
2-year-old Cadillac. Both dealers 
who supplied the new cars were 
under investigation for tax de- 
ficiencies, Callahan testified. 

Delaney, Callahan related, went 
to Ferry Street Motors of Malden, 
Mass., in March 1949 and offered 
to trade his 1947 Cadillac on a 
new 1949 model with a list price 
of $4500. He offered his old car 
and $250 in payment. 

Conferred With Father. 

Jordan Patkin, now principal 
owner of the motor firm, turned 
down the deal, Callahan testified, 
but Delaney and a third man re- 
turned later and conferred with 
Patkin’s father, Lewis, now dead. 

Callahan quoted the younger 
Patkin as saying his father came 
out of the conference and told 
him: “They know we are in 
trouble and that Uncle Ruby is 
in trouble, and they want a new 
car for $250.” 

“Uncle Ruby” was identified as 
Rubin Patkin, brother of Lewis, 
and operator of a Chevrolet agen- 
cy. M. & M. Motor Sales. 

Callahan said Lewis Patkin 
told his son to give Delaney the 
new car for $250 and the old 
Cadillac. Later Ferry Stret Mo- 
tcrs sold Delaney’s old car for 
$2°°5, Callahan testified. 

Delaney was fired by President 
Truman and then indicted on 
charges of taking $12,500 in 
bribes to influence his decisions 
as tax collector. 

On Nov. 14, 1949, Callahan con- 
tinued, Delaney bought a 1949 
Chevrolet with a list price of 
$1727 from Ruby Patkin’s firm. 
Delaney was given a discount of 
$464, representing the “gross 
profit” on the sale, Callahan said. 

Paid $500 Down. 

The former tax collector paid 
$500 down and did not pay the 
remaining $763 until almost two 
years later, after he had been 
fired from his government job, 
Callahan said. The final payment, 
he added, was “unsolicited.” 

Under Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Edward H. Foley Jr. testified 
two charges of larceny, one in- 
volving $301 and the other $212, 
were filed against Delaney in 1933 
by an insurance firm. But there 
is no record showing disposition 
of the charges and no record of 
a conviction, Foley said. Delaney 
denied to an investigator in 1943 
that he had ever been arrested, 
Foley said. 

File of the Massachusetts Board 
of Probation indicated that two 
charges of larceny had been filed 
against Delaney and that he was 
dismissed from probation Sept. 8, 
1933. 

Delaney filed a bankruptcy pe- 
tition in 1934 but never was ad- 
judged bankrupt, the committee 
was told. 

Delaney was named Boston tax 
collector in 1944 despite the in- 
vestigator’s report which “Tre- 
flected unfavorably” on _ him, 
Foley said. 

Delaney’s bankruptcy grew out 
of the failure of a subcontractor 
on a school construction job, 
Foley testified. He read from

An AEC spokesman confirmed 
that the shot was made from the 
‘top of a 100-foot steel tower, sim- 
ilar to the structures used in the 
original A-bomb blast at Alama- 
gordo, N.M., in 1945 and also 
later at Eniwetok. 


The AEC said it will not an- 


nounce whether today’s test was 
a success. This led to some spec- 
ulation that the test might have 
been a fizzle. 


The AEC spokesman said, “We 
will not discuss the nature of the 
test nor characterize the experi- 
ment.” He said it should be kept 
in mind that the Frenchman’s 
Flat detonations were “develop- 
ment tests in the nature of ex- 
periments.” 


The AEC has emphasized previ- 
ously that the tests would not 
necessarily include only complet- 
ed atomic weapons but could in- 
clude various experiments deal- 
ing with new weapons in various 
stages of development. 


The AEC confirmed that today’s 
test was the same one that had 
been planned last week but mis- 
fired. A mechanical failure in an 
electrical circuit caused postpone- 
ment. High winds and other ad- 
verse weather since then had 
caused further postponement until 
this morning. 

A 100-mile-an-hour wind at 
35,000 feet was not considered by 
the AEC to be dangerous as a 
carrier of atomic dust. even 
though it was blowing south south- 
west, in the direction of the Los 
Angeles area. : 

About 5000 troops have been 
stationed at Camp Desert Rock 
on the edge of the Frenchman 
Flat test site. About 1200 of them 
actually will take part in the tests. 
Their participation will be limited 
to only one of the series of blasts 
scheduled to be touched off over 
a period of several days.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)—

The copyrighted article 
was published in the U.S. News 
and World Report. 

In it, Vaughan, a St. Louisan, 
said both he and Truman felt that 
“99 per cent” of the criticism Jev- 
eled against him in Congress “‘is 
political.” 

‘Headline Innuendo’ Assailed. 

Declaring, “I have been accused 
of more things than almost any 


man in public life today,” 
‘Vaughan added: “The fact that 
practically all of the accusations 
‘were disproven completely on in- 
vestigation makes no difference— 
the refutation never catches up 
with the headline innuendo.” 
Vaughan was sharply. criticized 
by the Senate subcommittee which 


conducted the 1949 investigation 
into influence peddling, for accept- 
ing as a gift seven home freezers. 

A friend of Vaughan’s, John 
Maragon, first told the committee 
about the freezers. He said they 
were sent to Vaughan by a Chi- 
cago perfume manufacturer who 
wanted some favors from the Gov- 
ernment. Vaughan denied any 
wrongdoing. 

Maragon, former Kansas City 
bootblack who once had a White 
House pass, was convicted of lying 
to the committee about his finan- 
l'cial affairs. He was sentenced to 
from 8 to 24 months in jail. 

The committee was investigating 
the activities of men who charge a 
fee—sometimes 5 per cent—for 
representing others in business 
dealings with the Government. 

Reply on “Deep Freezes.” 

Vaughan had something to say 
today about the “five per centers” 
and about the “deep freezes.” 

“Every Government contract,” 
he said, “carries a clause which 
permits a fee of a sum not to ex- 
ceed 10 per cent—not 5 per cent 
—to be paid to any agent who 
assists in negotiating that con- 
tract.” 

There are people who make 
their living that way, Vaughan 
said, but he was not one of them. 

“I think it would be entirely 
unethical for a man to receive a

public servant,” Vaughan said.

1. He is “afraid” Truman may 
be prevailed on—against his 
wishes—to return to the White 
House for another term, “al- 
though I still hope for a miracle.” 

Vaughan said he would “like 
to see the President relieved of 
the necessity of running” again. 
However, he made no claim to 
knowing how Truman feels about 
his possible candidacy for: re- 
election next year.

Lloyd George, Asquith. But in 
25 years the party had slipped 
badly, in fact had -been almost 
wiped out at the polls. ., 
Liberals Would Lack Majority. 

A telling arguments the Tories 
and Socialists always used against 
the Liberals at election time was 
that they had so few candidates 
in the field, they would not have 
a majority in Commons even if 
they elected them all. Thus, they 
could not be counted upon to 
form a government and it was like 
throwing your vote away to give 
it to them. 

In 1950 the Liberals offered 
the nation a chance to return a 
Liberal government if it wanted 
to. But the party was badly or- 
ganized, lacked dynamic leader- 
ship, and differed little in its pro- 
gram from the Tories. Like the 
Tories it opposed further nation- 
alization of industry but support- 
ed socialized medicine and the 
welfare state.

MACHINE SAD TO MAKE 


‘Turn It On and Make Pre- 
fabricated Slabs of Any. 
Size,’ Inventor Says. 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (UP)—An in- 
ventor here has turned out a ma- 
chine which will make it possible 
to build a fcur-room modern 
house, complete with plumbing, 
electrical wiring and such, for 
$4500. 

At least, that’s the claim of in- 
ventor Tom Wigley. 

The Lubbock man has received 
a patent on his machine, which is 
designed to produce slabs of pre- 
fabricated material in practically 
any size desired. 

The slabs can be made of red 


clay, cinders, pyrolite, gypsum 
and any other material that can 
be mixed and hardened. They can 
range from one to four feet wide, 


SHO HONE POSSIBLE 


one to eight inches thick and four 
bey 40 feet long, Wigley said. 

The machine works on a con- 
tinuous feeder principle. While 
the mix pours‘’in at one end the 
concrete slabs come out on rol- 
lers, after being shaped and vi- 
brated into solidity, at the other. 
The slabs feed into a kiln and are 
dried overnight. 

Prime use of the machine is “to 
manufacture prefabricated build- 
ing material, ornamental veneer- 
ing stone, brick and tile.” 

Wigley claims. he can produce 
the materials “40 per cent cheap- 
er” than by current methods in 
which eetablata must be pouretl 
into forms and allowed to set. 

He explained building a $4500 
house would be easy—‘just turn 
on the machine and turn the slabs 
out in the sizes needed.” 

However, before making the 
first house he wants to sell rights 
to the machine or make financial 
arrangements for manufacture of 
the product,

American soldiers to concealed 
enemy bunkers on a Korean hill- 
top may become one of the oft- 
repeated legends of the Korean 
conflict. 

Master Sgt. Clarence K. Ri- 
neck of Chippewa Falls, Wis., and 
Sgt. 1C George E. Frye of Cof- 
feyville, Kan., discovered the mule 
eating rice shoots as they were 
trying to locate enemy bunkers 
on a nearby hill. 

“He was friendly and seemed 
to want to lead us up the hill,” 
Frye said. “We thought it was a 
trick at first, but we followed him 
anyway” 

With the mule as their “point 
man,” the sergeants and their 
men moved up the hillside: “He 
stopped and seemed to nod to- 
ward some trees,” Frye said, “and 
there was the first bunker.” 

From that point on the com- 
pany moved steadily up the hill- 
side behind the mule, destroying 
enemy bunkers as they went.

Another 350 Aircraft Knocked Out in War, 
for Reasons Not Directly Linked to 
Enemy Action—Parts, Engine Problems| 


Are Blamed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (UP). 


HE United States is losing combat airplanes faster than it can 
replace them. That is the plain fact behind curtailed flying in 
Europe, reduced bomber operations in Korea and planned trans- 


fer of jet fighters from Air National Guard units to the Air Force 


Air Training Command. 


Losses have been suffered in 
combat in Korea and from all 
other causes in normal world-wide 
operations. There also have been 
temporary losses of planes 
grounded or on reduced flying 
status because of engine and parts 
shortages. 


The extent of aircraft destruc- 


tion and damage in Korea never | 


has been revealed fully, and won’t 
be while the fighting is going on. 
It is known, however, that more 
than 350 planes under Far East 
Air Forces control have been lost 
to enemy action. About 75 per cent 
of these were fighters knocked 
down by enemy ground fire, main- 
ly while supporting ground troops. 


What is not generally known is 
that another 350 planes of all 
types operating under F.E.A-F. 
probably have been lost or dam- 
aged during the war for reasons 
not directly related to enemy ac- 
tion. 

These figures do not include 
Navy losses. 

Reduced B-29 bomber opera- 
tions in Korea have been attrib- 
uted by Air Force sources partly 
to the engine and parts problem. 
Lack of parts for jet engines is 
reported to have cut down flying 
time of F-84 Thunderjet fighter 
groups in Europe.

war is not available. But in 1949, 
when there was much less flying, 
930 Air Force and Navy planes 
were damaged beyond repair in 
accidents. 

Defense Mobilizer Charles. E. 
Wilson gave the tip-off on cur- 
rent aircraft production in his 
latest report that it is twice what 
it was a year ago. This means 
the United States has reached a 
rate of about 450 airplanes a 
month of all types for all three 
military services.

It isn’t clear that satis- 
factory arrangements for the protection 
of neutrality have been made by the 
U.N. authorities, since this is at least 
the second violation they have acknowl- 
edged. 

However, I am primarily concerned 
with an even more serious fact revealed 
by this latest violation. It could hardly 
have happened unless our airmen are 


under instructions to bomb or strafe — 


any collection of huts or whatever 
mves in enemy occupied territory. 

It is one thing to attack military con- 
voys from the air. It is another and 
very different thing promfscuously to 
destroy even peasant huts. 

There was a time when this sort of 
thing was known as baby killing. Our 
American military authortties have ex- 
pressed grave doubts of the effective- 
ness of this promiscuous obliteration 
bombing in Germany. 

How much worse must its effect be in 
Korea on the people whose confidence 
we want and whom we say we seek to 
liberate. 

I think many of your readers will 
want to support our organization, the 
Post War World Council, in making in- 
quiries and protests in this matter at 
the highest governmental levels in the 
United States and in the U.N.

A Policy and a Theory 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The berievolent populatién policy of 
the Truman government will fail and 
the brutal Malthusian theory will pre- 
vail because of adamant religious beliefs 
the world over. 

Any population policy that is positive 
—ours is largely political in that it 
seeks to stem Communism—must assert 
that it is downright immoral and unso- 
cial to allow future generations in an 
already overpopulated nation to be born 
in increasing misery. This is a simple 
truth, emphasized by Robert C. Cook 
in his book on this modern dilemma. 

Thus rational eugenics are indicated 
as a logical and moral control of ram- 
pant fecundity in India, China, Puerto 
Rico, Ceylon and other countries. But 
when this control is even suggested it 
clashes headlong with religious beliefs. 
At the moment, birth control is a cur- 
rent political issue in Puerto Rico 
where 2,300,000 people exist on a tiny 
island 100 miles long and 35 miles wide; 
Catholic church leaders there are op- 
posing it, contending that divine law is 
frustrated. 

Opposition, of course, is not confined 
to one religion; resistance to birth con- 
trol is common to practically every re- 
ligion in the world. 

In areas of massive populations and 
prodigious fecundity, religious beliefs 
exercise such stress on the emotions and 
attitudes of the people that rational 
birth control will never be accepted. 
Can religious leaders themselves ever 
be convinced that to expose their mil- 
lions of fellow humans to starvation 
and plunge the race into tragic degra- 
dation is the very essence of immorali- 
ty? The answer is obvious. 

This brief comment is intended only 
to indicate the magnitude of this single 
factor of a vastly complicated problem 

and is not a criticism of any religious 
belief.

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A Serious Mistake 


By his precipitate appointment of an Ambas- 
sador to the Vatican—the first in the nation’s 
162 years—President Truman has set off a 
controversy of incalculable proportions and no 
one knows what eventual consequences. 

This is a time when every effort should be 
made to unite the diverse population elements 
of the country in efficient, sacrificing opposition 
to totalitarian rulé in the world. Yet the nation 
is now to witness an internal struggle between 
those who approve the President’s course and 
the many others who are equally certain that he 
has done a grievous disservice to the historic 
separation of church and state in our democracy. 

Mr. Truman cites Franklin D. Roosevelt’s ap- 
pointment of Myron C. Taylor to the Vatican as 
precedent foér the nomination of Gen. Mark W. 
Clark. The cases are not parallel, as the Presi- 
dent himself surely knows. Myron Taylor went 
not as an Ambassador with diplomatic status 
but as Mr, Roosevelt’s personal representative. 
Moreover he was sent in 1940 after the out- 
break of war in Europe when the Vatican was 
a listening post on a warring continent. 

~ - - 

The brief and very general statement of justi- 
fication, released by White House Secretary 
Jceseph Short, says that “the President has de- 
cided it (the appointment) is in the national 
interest.” The immediate and far-ranging oppo- 


sition from other church groups’ and leaders 


makes plain that whatever Mr. Truman may 
think, countless Americans do not agree. It 
is a strange conception of “national interest” 
which divides the people sharply along sectarian 
lines when unity is urgent. 

This White House statement points out that 
37 nations maintain diplomats at the Vatican. 
There is no infallible guide for the United 
States in that. Britain, for example, is one 
of the countries which keeps a diplomatic repre- 
sentative at the papal court. But Britain has 
an established church while the United States 
Constitution declares expressly that “Congress 
shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion.” This country is not alone in not 
having had a Vatican diplomat. The Scandina- 
vian nations, among others, also have gotten 
along satisfactorily without one. 

The United States is a land of more than 250 
religious bodies. If not on the basis of commu- 
nicants over the world then on principle at least 
each has a claim to recognition similar to that 
which Mr. Tfuman accords the Roman Catholic 
group in his surprise announcement. But it is 
obvious that no such equal treatment can or 
should be attempted. Few religious groups would 
want such recognition if they could get it. 

. - * 

The White House move holds embarrassments 
for Catholics as well as for Protestants, Jews 
and citizens with no church. Heretofore all 
American Ambassadors have been accredited 
to foreign powers. If the Vatican is recognized 
as a governmental state, is it Mr. Truman’s 
intention that the many thousands of Catholic 
clergy in this country are now to be regarded 
as representatives of a foreign state? That 
would be a grave injustice to a lot of intensely 
loyal American citizens. 

Americans generally, regardless of church con- 
nection, have sympathized deeply with the saintly 
Pope Pius XII as he has led Catholics in their 
struggle for survival in the Iron Curtain coun- 
tries. The Communist persecution of Cardinal 
Mindszenty was distressing and saddening 
throughout the Western World. But the bitter 
lesson is that state authority which favors a 
church can also turn against a church. Even 
today in almost wholly Roman Catholic Spain 
there is a controversy between Franco and the 


church over which is to select the bishops. 


If the world situation is so critical that the 
President is justified in making this unprece- 
dented appointment without consulting the 
people or their representatives, then Mr. Tru- 
man cannot be justified in taking a brilliant 
soldier like Gen. Clark away from military 
duties. Surely the heroic commander of the 
wartime Fifth Army can serve the nation much 
more effectively in helping plan and develop 
our defense forces than in functions at the Vati- 
can—or anywhere else.

The timing of the appointment is one of its 
most unfortunate aspects. By sending it to the 
Senate only three hours before planned ad- 
journment, the President in effect. gave the 
confirming body its choice of continuing in 
session or going home without acting on the 
nomination. Surely a step of such historic 
magnitude could have been taken while there 
was time for.the Senate to consider it. Or it 
could have been delayed until Congress returned 
in January. 

Will Mr. Truman send Gen. Clark to the 
Vatican in the recess? Not if he gives the 
deeper implications of this issue the thought he 
has not accorded them up to now. For this 
sudden blow at the wall which the Founding 
Fathers raised between church and state is 
unnecessary and unwise, while the hour of the 
act bears évery sign of an attempt to reduce 
the opportunity to debate it through that great 
forum of the people, the American Senate. 
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That Missouri Mule Report 

The Bureau of the Census has issued a very 
prosaic news release which purports to show 
that the number of mules in Missouri has de- 
creased about 100,000 every decade since 1920. 
At that time there were 389,045 of the braying, 
lop-eared beasts of burden on Missouri soil. 
Last year the census takers counted only 63,223. 
We have no intention of proposing a recount 
though we suspect gross inaccuracies and irregu- 
larities in the returns. As always, statistics 
are cold and uninformative. What counts is not 
the number of mules but what they can do. 
Let the census boys measure how much harder 
mid-century Missouri mules can kick than the 
pullers and haulers of 30 years ago and they will 
tell the country something worth knowing! 
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Deficit Up, Income in Doubt 

More bad news about St. Louis city finances 
accompanied the Board of Aldermen’s decision 
on an earnings tax. While the board voted to 
ask the Legislature for authority to impose such 
a tax, Comptroller Milton Carpenter reported 
that the city’s operating deficit increased $4,- 
808.000 in the second half of the fiscal year, 

Yet the effort to get an earnings tax through 
the Legislature to increase city revenues has 
been balked largely by matters of detail. The 
way to avoid such obstacles would be for the 
Legislature to give the city authority to levy 
such a tax, and let the city decide the details. 

That. is what the Board of Estimate proposed, 
and what the Board of Aldermen has resolved 
to ask of the Legislature by a vote of 21 to 2. 
The proposal would limit any earnings tax to 
1 per cent, but leave details as to exemptions 
and tax rates to the aldermen themselves. 

This is a reasonable approach to the revenue 
problem for two reasons. Obviously St. Louis 


cannot go on against the rising cost of govern- 
ment without new revenue. A properly graduated 
earnings tax, based to some extent on ability to 


pay, offers the best untapped source of revenue. 


Aside from this, the largest city in the state 
ought to be given authority to determine its 
financial future in its own way, subject to broad 
limitations of state law. There is no good reason 
why the Legislature should want to trouble itself 
over the exact details of urban tax rates. That is 
the city’s problem, and the legislators ought to 
be glad to get rid of it. |

Different Tune in Korea 

Within a week after Foreign Minister Vishin- 
sky had explosively declined to help get the 
Korean truce talks back on the track—within a 
few days after Stalin had dispatched one of 
those typical Communist greetings of solidarity 
with the North Koreans—the truce talks appear 
about to be resumed. The liaison officers have 
agreed on security arrangements at the new 
site and only formal ratification by the Com- 
munist command is now lacking. 

If the ostentatious belligerency of Moscow is 
somewhat baffling when set against the agree- 
ment to talk armistice in the field, perhaps one 
needs to remember that what the Communists 
say in public often differs from what they do 
in private. In this case the loud talk from 
Moscow may be designed to cover up the Krem- 
lin’s realization that the inexorable pressure of 
‘military disaster is compelling the Communists 
to get off the hook somehow. 

Whether the pressure is yet intense enough 
to cause a shift in the Communist position on 
the basic issues of a cease-fire only the renewed 
negotiations can reveal. Unless the Reds are 
now willing to accept a militarily defensible 
cease-fire line, no armistice seems possible. On 


the other hand, if they will make this concession . 


and agree to other reasonable terms for secur- 
ing the armistice against violation, the U.N. 
command has nothing to gain by raising its 
own price. 

The U.N. objective remains what it was—not 
to gain territory, but to repel the aggression 
and stop the fighting on terms which will pre- 
vent a renewal of aggression. 
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No Place for Partisanship 

Secretary of the Interior Oscar Chapman is 
mentioned as a possibility to succeed William 
M. Boyle Jr. as Democratic national chairman. 

Mr. Chapman is a public official of a very 
high type and the Democratic party doubtless 
would profit from his leadership. But he pre- 
sides over a department which should have no 
slightest connection with partisan affairs. In 
the thinking and planning of the Secretary of 
the Interior there is no place for considerations 
of partisan advantage. 

If Mr. Chapman should become Democratic 
chairman he should at once resign as head of 
the far-flung and important functions embraced 
in the Interior Department. This is exactly what 
we would expect, from his record, that he would 


do. 
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After the French Elections 

The appraisal of local elections in terms of na- 
tional significance is always speculative. This is 
as true in France as it is in the United States. 
So it is easier to say that in the voting for mem- 
bers of the French Departmental Councils, held 
on the first two Sundays of this month, the 
Communists and the Socialists suffered setbacks 
than it is to say that Rene Pleven’s centrist 
coalition government was strengthened. True, 
the centrist parties scored gains, but the Gaul- 
lists, to the right, were even more successful. 

Since 40 per cent of the voters—a large num- 
ber in France—did not bother to go to the polls, 
many French observers feel that the results have 
relatively little meaning for the national govern- 
ment. As Lansing Warren reported to The New 
York Times, these observers “considered that the 
future of the Government was more wound up 
in the economic situation and the fate of the 
franc than with the intricate alterations of the 
party groupings.” 

Furthermore, as Andre Stibio pointed out in 
the independent Parisian weekly, Carrefour, 
many of the Independent and Radical candidates, 
whose local successes might be deemed encour- 
aging to the central government, had as one of 
their favorite campaign topics “the death of the 
Pleven government, its impotence and its col- 
lusion with the Socialists.” 

Of course, Stibio is pro-DeGaulle. In its own 
way, the Gaullist faction is as hostile toward 
the government as are the Communists. While 
willing enough to join the oddly assorted par- 
ties of the center against the left, the Gaullists 
are primarily interested in their own strength, 
and that is growing. 

Thus there would seem to be a drift to the 
right—even though the Gaullists, like most semi- 
fascist groups, protest that they have no friend- 
ship for the conservatives. Thus Stibio: “The 
truth is that France’s conservative right is now 
trying to obtain a genuinely conservative govern- 
ment. But . . . with whom can the right form 
such a government, since the Gaullist R.P.F. re- 
fuses to play the conservative game?” Which 
seems to be just a fancy way of saying that the 
Gaullists want power without sharing it. 

What the French people want is hard to say. 
The election returns are the result of a compli- 
cated system of evaluating ballots. The popular 
vote has no direct relation to the make-up of the 
Departmental Councils. And this is just another 
reminder of French political instability. ° 
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Up in the Air Again 

While the color television issue was still in the 
courts, we observed that the defense emergency 
might make the legal question academic. Five 
months ago the Supreme Court finally disposed 
of the matter, but the emergency has now over- 
ruled color TV for the foreseeable future. 

The Columbia Broadcasting Co. has complied 
with a Government request to suspend mass pro- 
duction of color equipment. C.B.S. had won the 
long court battle to authorize its particular sys- 
tem of color telecasting. But now the copper, 
tungsten and other materials used in color TV 
equipment are desperately needed for defense. 

So the public, which waited for two years to 
hear the answer to the color dispute, may as well 
settle back for another wait. And while color TV 
is left up in the air again, Radio Corporation of 
America and other groups probably will try to 
improve their rival systems of color telecasting. 
They may later ask the FCC for a rehearing. 

Actually, the adoption of the C.B.S, system 
did not solve the color question to the satisfac- 
tion of most of the television industry. .C.B.S. 
color telecasts could not be received on present 
black-and-white television sets without the use 
of additional equipment. And the country has 
already invested in 13,600,000 sets. 

Owners of these television sets need feel no 
uncertainty now. It is clear that black and white 
will dominate television for some time to come, 
but the fate of color has become a mystery of

Efforts to protect a reporters news source by federal law have 
been made for 25 years, writer says: New York commission found 
7 that the administration of justice is not impaired in 12 states 
granting privilege; Heller bill would establish federal :mmunity.

For the first time in a long while there's 
a chance, but not much more as yet, that 
Congress may pass a bill to grant news- 
paper men the privilege of refusing to 
reveal sources of information to a federal 
court. 

Representative Louis B. Heller, an ag- 
gressive New York Democrat, has filed a 
bill to do just that 
and hearings are 
likely when Congress 
gets back in January. 

The reason I think 
there is some chance 
of passage this time 
(a dozen similar ef- 
forts in the past 25 
years naving gotten 
nowhere) is the part 
newspapers have 
been playing re- 
cently in disclosures 
of crime, graft and 
corruption. 

Much of the im- 
portant information 
has come from sources who would talk to 
reporters only in confidence. Heller's bill 
would provide: 

“A witness who is employed by a news- 
paper, news service, newspaper syndicate, 
periodical, or radio or television station or 
network, as a writer, reporter, correspond- 
ent, or commentator, or in any other ¢ca- 
pacity directly involved in the gathering or 
presentation of news, shall not be required 
in any court of the United States to dis- 
close the source of any information ob- 
tained in such capacity, unless in the 
opinion of the court such disclosure is 
necessary in the interests of national se- 
curity or to avoid the concealment of a 
crime.” 

Heller's bill is the oftgrowth of a decla- 
ration by Federal Judge John C. Knox in 
New York last spring that Leonard Lyons 
of the New York Post as a newspaper re- 
porter or columnist had no right to claim 
a privilege “akin to that which exists be- 
tween a lawyer and his client, a minister

and his penitent or a doctor and his pa- 
tient.’’ Knox said he had gone into the law 


thoroughly and “I find he has no such 
privilege.” 

Recently reporter Ted Link of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch refused to tell a Sen- 
ate committee some of his news sources 
and the Senators didn’t press him; in fact 
several made it clear they would oppose 
any move to do so. 

In effect, this particular congressional 
committee (investigating the Bill Boyle, 
et al, case) granted the privilege. But 
that’s different from a federal court. 


The law in general recognizes that cer- 
tain communications are confidential: hus- 
band-wife, attorney-client, doctor-patient, 
cleric-penitent. But the fight to establish 
a reporter-news source relationship with 
the same privilege has had only partial 
success: 12 states so far have granted the 
privilege in state courts. 

The Library of Congress reference serv- 
ice says these states have such statutes: 
Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, California, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Maryland, Michigan, Mon- 
tana, New Jersey, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
Efforts in other states to get similar laws 
on the books have flopped but it is heart- 
ening to know that 11 of the 12 successes 
have come since 1936. 


In 1948 the Law Revision Commission 
of the State of New York reported it found 
no evidence that the administration of 
justice has suffered as a result of any of 
these state laws. But that wasn’t enough to 
get a bill through Albany. 

John Peter Zenger went to jail back in 
1734 for refusing to identify a letter-to-the- 
editor writer and a fair number of fellow 
newspaper men have done so in the inter- 
vening years. 

The language of the Heller bill seems to 
me to be quite reasonable. The courts must 
have discretion, even though “in the in- 
terests of national security” and “to avoid 
the concealment of a crime” are broad 
phrases. Of course, the libel laws would 
still protect the public against stories with 
anonymous sources. 


The Lever That Lifted Greece 


From The San Francisco Chronicle 


In a dispatch from Athens, Vance John- 
son rather dramatically sketches what the 
United States has accomplished—call it 
bought, if you like—in Greece with its aid 
since the end of the war. Probably no 
other country offers such a clear-cut exam- 
ple of what can be done with the intelli- 
gent application of the vast economic lever- 
age that the United States can apply. 

With the outlay of $1,285,000,000 in ECA 
money plus another half billion in military 
aid, the United States lifted Greece from 
the very shadow of Communist domination 
—the very verge of incorporation into the 
Soviet empire—to its present status of free 
and vigorous nation. 

‘We do not mean to say that the United 
States imposed freedom upon Greece. The 
freedom was there, and cherished .by the 
majority; we simply prevented the enemies 
of freedom from taking over. But in the 
circumstances that was no small task. 


As was true in various other Central 
European countries, the Communists were 
a minority in Greece, but a competent, 
disciplined, purposeful minority with siz- 
able outside resources of arms, money and 
leadership. They set out to control Greece, 
and they would have done it had it not 
been for America. 

The Truman Doctrine, proclaimed as an 
exhausted Britain pulled stakes, was cou- 
pled with concrete action. We sent money, 
arms and a military mission that meant 
business. We also sent political missions, 


which are still operating, and which have . 


provided both guidance and support for 
the Greek regime. 

In sum, we rebuilt the Greek Army and 
the Greek economy and the Greek morale 


> 


bulk of the Army, and the economy is still 
far from able to walk alone. But self-suf- 
ficiency is visible in the remote distance, 
and meanwhile we have saved 8,000,000 
people and their strategically placed coun- 
try for the West. : 

This has not been accomplished without 
a share of grief; the Greeks have unavoid- 
ably picked up the feeling that they are a 
sort of outpost and buffer of American 
policy. In a sense this is true. But there is 
also something unique in history, in the 
relationship. 

The United States has used its power in 
Greece, but it has applied it temperately, 
sensibly, and without imperial design. Ours 
is the only country in history to possess 
the vast economic resources to be able to 
lift a whole nation out of the economic 
morass as, so to speak, an auxiliary project 
a from the main elements of its world 
task. 

It is further unique in possessing the 
perspective and vision to want nothing 
more in return from Greece than a due 
concern for its own freedom. That is the 
parlay of strength and integrity that a man 
like Stalin finds it hard to comprehend, 
and harder yet to cope with in the contest 
for men’s minds.

Between Book Ends 


Brilliant American Reactionary 


RANDOLPH OF ROANOKE: A STUDY IN CONSERVA- 
TIVE THOUGHT by Russell Kirk. (University of Chi- 
cago Press, 187 pgs . $3.) 

On any list of politically significant con- 
servative Americans John Randolph of 
Roanoke is always a standout. Likewise 
any cataloguing of quixotic personalities in 
American politics must embrace his name. 
Because of his principles and his peculiari- 
ties a number of biographers have been 
attracted to him over the last dozen dec- 
ades. Now a volume appears which con- 
cerns itself with only the mind, and its in- 
fluence, of this planter-statesman of early 
nineteenth century Virginia. 

In the realm of ideas this highly consis- 
tent conservative was the heir of Burke 
and the forerunner of Calhoun. Randolph 
of Roanoke loved basic freedom and hated 

Th thorough - going de- 
mocracy. Through 
decade after decade 
of social, political, 
and economic 
change, Randolph 
stood pat on his 
principles. Many men 
are so ill adapted 
to the tempo of their 

# times as to be repre- 

» sentative of the pre- 
vious generation; 
Randolph, with his 
love of Tidewater 
plantation life, with 
his support for such 
legal concepts as 

primogeniture and entail, lived at least two 

generations too late. A man whose politicat 
career, between .1799 and 1829, forced 
him to face foreign wars, national banks, 
tariffs, rising industrialization and much 
else characteristic of the dynamic flux that 
marked American life of the period, Ran- 
dolph cried out for a way of life that 
hearkened back to pre-Revolutionary days. 

How then does it happen that a misfit of

There is timelessness in Randolph's vig- 
orous fight against corruption, in his view 
of contentment for man associated with 
the soil, in his stand for the liberty of in- 
dividuals, in his insistence that change and 
progress are not necessarily synonymous. 
Too infrequently has America known in its 
political life such a man of moral recti- 
tude as John Randolph, with his loyalty to 
principle and his avoidance of expediency. 

Against the backdrop of the men and 
the issues against which his unusual career 
was projected, author Kirk explores the 
mind of Randolph (as represented in his 
letters and his speeches), focusing on such 
topics as “The Basis of Authority,” “The 
Division of Power.” “The Planter-States- 
man,” and “The Cancer” (slavery). For a 
stimulating introduction to intellectual his- 
tory, for acquaintance with a mental giant 
who rebelled against the trends of his 
times, Randoloh of Roanoke will move its 
reader pleasantly through a chapter of 
American history that too commonly is 
told only from the dominant, the Jeffer- 
sonian, side of the record.

How 
can I overcome this terror? I’ve had it now for over 20 years.”

-PEOPLE WHO ARE as cool as the proverbial cucumber 
seldom make good speeches. Nature intended that we become 
nervous when we confront a critical situation, for then our 
blood pressure rises and our brain hits on all eight cylinders. 

We grow extra sensitive, and our vocabulary will then flow 
much more easily. When a performer is cold or sluggish, his 
audience tends to grow sleepy and inattentive. 

Nervousness can actually be a great asset, therefore, as 
long as you don’t surrender to it.

‘Well, grass is different, that’s 
why!’ ‘What means different, 
Mama?’ ‘It means not the same. 
Grass is not the same as apples.’ 
‘Why?’ ‘Oh dear, an apple is an 
apple is an apple.’ (Stopped for 
a moment.) ‘Is grass an apple?’ 
‘No, of course not. Don’t you want 
to play with this spoon?’ ‘I want 
an apple. Can I have an apple, 
Mama?’ ‘O.K. Here’s an apple. 
Now go out and play. ‘This apple 
is yellow. Will sun make it red?’

“NOT-ALL of his questions are 
for information. Some are merely 
devices for calling attention to 
himself. Incredibly, other people 
often fail to realize how important 
a person he is, and by his ques- 
tions he can help them to appre- 
ciate what a remarkable chap is 
living in the house. 

“He soon learns that a question 
will bring him much more atten- 
tion than a simple statement of 
fact. It is easy for a mother to 
brush off such an astounding ex- 
perience as, ‘I saw a red bird’ 
with an absent-minded, ‘Yes, dear, 
how nice.’ But when he savs, ‘Why 
is a red bird?’ She will stop stir- 
ring the batter and give the at- 
tention his observation deserves. 

“We have learned from direct 
experience that the quickest way 
to stop the question-chain is prop- 
erly to appreciate the questioner’s 
importance. Thus when he says, 
‘Il saw a mouse-hole in a sandpile.’ 
we respond, ‘Wow! I bet you could 
hear the mouse too when you lis- 
tened, couldn't you?’ He always 
runs out to put his ear to the 
ground. An exclamation of appre- 
ciation, plus a return query, will 
stymie any attention-getting series 
of questions.

“OF COURSE, when a child 
really desires information, it 
should be given to him. But give 
it to him briefly and simply, and 
in terms of his own vocabulary. 
Thus ‘What's ‘lectricity?’ should 
be answered, ‘It comes up inside 
the wires and makes the toaster 
hot.’ A discourse on electrons or 
on the quantum theory of rela- 
tivity is not in order. Often. a 
svnonym from his own vocabulary 
is sufficient: ‘What means pa- 
tience, Mummy?’

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


HERE . are two _ schools of 
T thoushe on what should be 

the appearance of the bricks 
around a fireplace. Some people 
like them nice and clean and 
others prefer them only after they 
are nicely coated with stains from 
smoke and soot. It’s easy enough 
to stain the brick by just build- 
ing a nice smoky fire—cleaning 
them is. something else again. 

If the bricks are not too dirty 
they can be cleaned by wetting 
them down and then scrubbing 
them with a stiff fiber brush and 
gritty cleaning powder. Mechan- 
ic’s hand soap is fine for this 
purpose. 

After the bricks have been 
scrubbed, rinse them clean with 
fresh water and then let them 
dry out. 

If the soot and smoke stains 
are very old and very deep you 
may have to go to work on the 
brick with a carborendum stick. 
What you do here is actually 
grind down the brick until a clean 
surface has been exposed. 

Once the bricks are clean it 
will pay to put something over 
them to keep them this way. One 
good treatment is a light coating 
of linseed oil. This seals up the 
pores in the brick so they won't 
absorb dirt and soot. 

Another method is to give them 
a coat of wax. Linseed oil or 
wax will darken the bricks slight- 
ly but in most cases this im- 
proves their general appearance 
more than detracting from jit. 

In a few cases the bricks are 
so dirty that cleaning is not prac- 
tical. What you can do in a case 
of this sort is to paint them.

Playing Canasta to Win a

HEN the minimum is 90 or 
W 120 many players follow the 

convention that the color of 
their first discard signals their 
prospects of making the count. A 
red initial discard warns of a 
poor hand; a black one an- 
nounces that partner needn’t wor- 
ry. But not all hands are clearly 
good or bad at the outset; some 
are amorphous inbetweeners that 
may shape up one way or the 
other, depending on the luck of 
the draw. For example, suppose 
after your first draw you hold: 


This would be a beautiful hand 
if you needed only 50, but when 
you need 90 or 120 it is useless 
for pack-taking purposes unless 
partner makes the initial meld, 
or until you can build up your 
count. So, if you are playing 
the convention, clearly it is your 
duty to discard a red card. 

This might affect your immedi- 
ate play if the king were black 
instead of red; your only good 
signal discard would then be the 


ee 


six of diamonds. But as it is 
you have a choice and perhaps 
your best discard is the king of 
hearts, getting rid of a useless 
big one while the pack is young. 

There is a further advantage of 
discarding the king. Suppose, on 
your very next turn, you draw a 
joker. Now, even though you 
need 120, you are in an excellent 
position to make it. And if you 
needed only 90, drawing a deuce 
would put you in exactly the same 
situation. So, in order to tell 
partner that your hand is not 
hopeless, you choose a black card 
as your second discard—and you 
throw the black six. Indeed, even 
if you don’t buy a wild card at 
once, your hand offers some hope 
if you are able to buy one soon, 
so you should select a black card 
as your second throw in any 
case. * 

But suppose your hand were 
truly frightful; one that would 
take several miracles to bring 
near to making the count. Then 
vou would follow your initial red 
discard by another red discard. 
telling partner that he must make 
the count for your side or all is 
last.

x-St. Louisan Who 
Made Eames Chair’ 


INCE leaving St. Louis in 
§ i236. Charles Eames has be- 

come an acknowledged leader 
among American designers of 
modern furniture. The “Eames 
chair” is as famous now as was 
the Morris chair in the latter part 
of the nineteenth century and 
symbolizes the continuing efforts 
of its maker to produce the kind 
of household and office furrish- 
ings that will meet fully the re- 
quirements of present day life. 

Eames, who now lives in Pacific 
Palisades, Calif., with a workshop 
in nearby Venice, spent two busy 
days in St. Louis last week dis- 
cussing the purpose and philoso- 
phys of modern design under the 
sponsorship of the Artists’ Guild. 
He also took off time to answer 
questions about designs of his 
own that are now in the works. 

The first Eames chair has had 
several companions and there is 
still another, he said, that will be 
brought out shortly. Another item 
in process is an “Egmes house” 
which exists in a small scale 
model and will be constructed, 
for demonstration purposes, by a 
California hardware company. 

The Eames products are gener- 
ally described as “functional.” As 
this term implies nothing but 
utility to the minds of most 
people, Eames shies away from it 
a little. 

“I’m a‘ functionalist,” he said, 
“If you carry the meaning of the 
word far enough. To be com- 
pletely functional an article of 
furniture should be suitable for 
its purpose, look well in the set- 
ting where it is used, have a rea- 
sonable relationship to economic 
situation of its owner, and seem 
appropriate to the conditions of 
the world in general.” 

Utility by itself isn’t enough, 
he added; nor would abstract 
beauty be enough. The two must 
be combined which makes the 
problem of design much more 
complicated than working out a 
formula that considered only 
physical use. 

The Eames furniture that has 
been put on the market so far has 
satisfied the designer’s own ideas 
except in one particular. The 
cost is not low enough. Eames 
wants to “get the most of the best 
to the greatest number of people 
for the least” and he would like 
it if his own products were as 
common as marbles. 

The cost factor was uppermost 
in his mind when he began work- 
ing on designs for the most fam- 
ous “Eames chair’ and he was 
disappointed that it couldn’t be 
sold cheaper, a disappointment 
that is slightly modified, however, 
by the knowledge that its price 
has declined a little even in a 
rising market. And to make it as 
cheaply as he did required an 
enormous amount of calculation 
and trial-and-error experimenta- 
tion. 

This chair has a curved seat and 
a curved back made of plywood 
and when Eames and his wife, 
Ray, started experimenting with 
molded plywood in the early 1940s 
he soon realized that the material 
itself, as processed at that time, 
was much too costly for a low- 
priced end product. Finally he 
brought the cost factor into line 
with his plans by designing his 
own tools for molding the wood. 

The ultimate “Eames chair” was 
worked out after more than 100 
models had been submitted to 
practical tests; and the testing was 


practical indeed. He and his wife 
simply asked everyone within 
reach to come and sit. So friends 
who dropped in, the neighbors 
and the neighbors’ children, pass- 
ing workmen, delivery boys and 
others were pressed into service. 
After a while Eames had made 
observations on every type of 
anatomy—fat, lean, tall and short 
—and gradually arrived at aslant 
and shape that would provide the 
“optimum” freedom from bodily 


stress. 

A decorators’ magazine said 
that the chair was “the sitting 
sensation of modern design.” 
Many persons in the trade, how- 
ever, thought it was just another 
modernistic fad and predicted 
it would go the way of all fads 
inside of six months. Instead it 
has been selling steadily for more 
than six years and the sales graph 
hasn't yet leveled off. 

* * * 

AMES is not certain as to the 
F exact number produced. More 

than 2000 a month are cur- 
rently being sold. Other Eames 
items include a rocking chair, a 
plastic reclining chair, book cases, 
dressers, cabinets and typewriter 
tables. A new “Eames chair” will 
be upholstered. It will have a 
framework of wire to which a 
pad will b- affixed and is intend- 
ed to sell for less than $30. 

Eames recently designed a 
house and studio for himself made 
of steel trusses, stucco panels and 
large expanses of glass. Both 
stand on a hill in Pacific Palis- 
ades with the nearby Pacific 
Ocean in view. The living room, 
which has a 17-foot ceiling, is 
walled in almost entirely by glass. 
The glass can be curtained off 
from the outside as needed and 
large panels can be opened. 

The kitchen is usually open to 
the world, though it can be closed 


off. .A second story which runs 


across part of the house is 
reached by a circular stair. The 
stucco panels are painted vivid 
red and blue on the outside; and 
these panels jump to meet the 
eye as one approaches it up the 
hill. Both residence and studio 
are rectangle with flat roofs. 
Eames made this house for his 
own utility and pleasure and says 
that he and his wife can maintain

it by themselves with assistance 
of a maid who comes once a 
week. He doesn’t regard it, how- 


ever, as a working formula for 


modern housing projects. 

The Eames house for which he 
has made the small-scale model 
corresponds more closely to what 
he thinks is an optimum house 
that can be built at low cost. The 
primary conditions are that the 
house can be built NOW—that is, 
with available resources—and ‘ 1at 
the materials used will not look 
shoddy after a little wear. 

He approached the problem by 
determining how large an area 
could be shut off from _ the 
weather in a building that could 
be completed for $8000. By mak- 
ing this the first consideration 
rather than the number of cubi- 
cals — living room, bedrooms, 
bath, closets, etc. usually 
thought of as basic, he found 
that he could double the area of 
a conventional house of the same 
cost. The next step was to de- 
termine the number of cubicles 
that had to be enclosed by perma- 
nent walls. These were the kitch- 
en, two bathrooms, and two small 
children’s rooms. Other rooms 
could be separated from one an- 
other by the use of movable units 
which served the double function 
of walls and storage cabinets. 

The shell of the house is a 
simple structure consisting of a 
curved roof with flanges at the 
sides supported by posts. The 
walls can be wood and glass, or 
steel and glass—the amount of 
glass being optional according to 
taste, location and climatic con- 
ditions. Being used to a lot of 
sun, Eames would prefer a lib- 
eral use of glass—some parts 
opaque, some translucent and 
some transparent. He believes 
that an all-glass living room with 
much of the lower sections trans- 
lucent and the upper transparent 
would light the room with a 
golden glow.

HOUGH interested first of all

Declarer ruffed the third 
round high, then cashed the dia- 
mond king and jack. At this point 
he went into a long huddle. As 
he explained later, he found it 
hard to decide whether to play for 
a favorable outcome in the heart 
suit, or to finesse to his own jack 
of clubs. If the club queen was 
right, he would then be sure of a 
discard on dummy’s club ace. 

South’s decision was to go out 
for the hearts, so he led the four 
to his ace and returned a low 
heart toward dummy. West, who 
was not inclined to make his en- 
emy’s problem any easier, played 
low on the second heart lead with- 
out hesitation, and South went 
wrong—he put in dummy’s 10, 
hoping it would force the king. 
Obviously, however, the defenders 
could now take two heart tricks 
and defeat the contract. 

Thus, unless South knew East 
to be an extremely timid bidder, 
he should have assumed that the 
heart king was held by West, and 
all he had to do was follow through 
with this assumption when it came 
to the play in the heart suit itself. 

When, at the third trick, de- 
clarer saw the East had a six- 
card spade suit headed by A-K-J- 
10, he should have realized that 
there was a very small possibility 
of East’s holding the king of 
hearts. Very few players are so 
conservative (or, more accurately, 
so shortsighted) as to pass with:

From my point of view, this 
gives Senator McCarthy what 
he wants with an aura of re- 
spectability wound around it, 
and I think that highly danger- 
ous.

IN ADDITION, I wonder how 
people judge about the lack of 
public confidence. Only one out 
of 10 people whom I asked in 
three different places in the 
last two days has been able to 
tell me who Dr. Jessup is. 

I am afraid it isn’t a loss of 
public confidence. It is a sim- 
ple lack of knowledge on the 
part of the public as to most of 
the people who serve them in 
the United Nations, in diplo- 
matic posts, or even in the de- 
partments in Washington. But 
I suppose if you don’t want to 
antagonize a fellow Senator, 
this lack of public confidence 
is as good an excuse as any 
other.
